Plan Of Governor Fisher Will 
Be Carried Out By Forest­ 
ry Department 


INDICATES HOW MUCH 
LAND CAN BE BOUGHT

plans now being outlined definitely 
by the Departm ent of Forests and 
Waters an accurate survey will b° 
made of the entire state to ascertain 
Hu am ount of land which may be 
available for purchase under any fu­ 
ture forest acquisition program. 
The idea of the state-wide survey 
v as first suggested by Governor John 
S 
Fisher who found himself m a 
ha/e created by conflicting claims 
made by opponents and proponents 
of the $25.000.000 bond issue 
One side claimed that “millions of 
acres” were available now that would 
be greedily gobbled by “the interests” 
unless the state acted at once 
The 
others shouted just as loudly that 
there are but lew really desirable 
large tracts which the state should 
add to its holdings. 
Detailed reports 


on much of the land offered so will­ 
ingly by its owners described it as 
‘nice scenery, but so rocky and w orth­ 
less that a spruce tree couldn't grow 
t here.” 
In buying land for that particular 
departm ent officials are anxious that 
even if it is now denuded of tree 
growth th a t there is enough soil to 
make reforestation attempts worth the 
effort 
Charles E. Dorworth. secretary of 
the Department, has worked out a 
scheme which he believes will indi­ 
cate fairly accurately how much land 
may be bought at reasonable prices. 
District 
Foresters have been in­ 
structed to list each section of more 
than 5.000 acres which is now pri- 
\ ately owned and which it is believed 
may be bought at a reasonable price. 
The policy cf the department has 
been to purchase only tracts of 5.000 
acres or more unless they are contig­ 
uous or important to present forest 
holdings. 
The foresters also have been di- 
iccted to get accurate estimates of 
the acreage in each tract and the 
names of the owners. They have been 
warned to be conservative in listing 
uch tracts and not to include them 
unless they feel reasonably sure they 
may be purchased for not more than 
$10.00 per acre. 
That is the maxi­ 
mum allowed bv law. but the average

purchase price always hovers around 
$2.50 an acre. 
Another list will give information 
on tracts between 2.500 ana 5,000 
acres. 
In case the present policy 
should be changed because of grow­ 
ing scarcity of land, the department 
wants to know where small tracts 
may be bought in the future.

For the first time the admission 
was made by a high government offi­ 
cial that the problem of liquor smug­ 
gling directly from Canada over the 
international boundary continues to 
be unsolved. 
Traffic Immense 
Mrs. 
Willebrandt 
described 
the 
traffic as “immense.” 
She gave congress figures from the 
Canadian department of trade and 
• omniercp, to show that liquor valued 
at $24.397,000 in the Dominion was 
officially cleared for United States 
•at American prices that would be 
at least $75,000,000 
But the traffic is even greater than 
the figures indicate, according to Mrs. 
Willebrandt 
She explained: 
In practice 
the 
liquor 
runners 
clears his cargo regularly through the 
Canadian customs before proceeding 
to evade the United States customs 
in making delivery. 
“No one w-ould contend that all of 
the liquor which is smuggled across 
the northern boundary passes regu­ 
larly through the Canadian customs. 
Volume Is Great

volume is probably

greater than the records will show. 
Available data indicates 
that

traffic is immense in its proportions 
and is increasing.”

Mrs. Willebrandt said that the pre­ 
vention of smuggling from contigu­ 
ous or nearby foreign countries “con­ 
tinue to be one of our major prob­ 
lems.” 
As to the domestic aspects of en­ 
forcement, Mrs. Willebrandt said that 
cooperation of the treasury and jus­ 
tice departments has been effective. 
There were 55,792 criminal prosecu­ 
tions instituted during the year, an 
i n c r e a s e of 15.020 over la s t year.

wage earner, freedom from industrial 
strife, and the highest record of years 
of prosperity. 
In the foreign field 
th ere is peace, the good will which 
comes from m utual 
understanding, 
and the knowledge th a t the problems 
which a short time ago appeared so 
om inous are yielding to the touch of 
m anifest 
friendship. 
The 
great 
w ealth created by our enterprise and 
industry, and saved by our economy, 
h as 
had 
the 
widest 
distribution 
am ong our own people, and has gone 
out in a steady stream to serve the 
c harity and the business of the world. 
T he requirem ents of existence have 
passed beyond the standard of neces­ 
sity into the region of luxury. E n­ 
larging production is consumed by an 
Increasing dem and at home and an 
expanding commerce abroad. 
The 
country can regard the present with 
satisfaction and anticipate the future 
with optimism. 
The m ain source of these unexam ­ 
pled blessings lies in the integrity and 
character of the American people. 
They have had great faith, which 
they have supplem ented with mighty 
works. 
They have been able to put 
trust in each other and trust in their 
G overnm ent. Their candor in dealing 
with foreign governments has com­ 
m anded respect and confidence. Yet 
these rem arkable powers would have 
been exerted almost in vain without 
th e constant cooperation and care­ 
ful 
adim m strati >n of the Federal 
G overnm ent. 
We have been coming into a period 
which may be fairly characterized as 
a conservation of our national re­ 
sources.

incomes and profits th a t a surplus 
has been produced. O ne-third of the 
national debt lias been paid, while 
much of the other 
tw o-thirds 
has 
been refunded at lower rates, 
and 
these savings of interest, and constant 
economies have enabled us to repeat 
the satisfying process of more 
tax 
reductions. 
Under this sound and 
heathful encouragem ent the national 
income has increased nearly 50 per 
cent, until it is estim ated to stand 
well over $90.000,000.000.

a method which has performed the 
seeming miracle of leaving a much

States 
was 
held 
at 
Ilabana last winter. 
It contributed 
to a better understanding and 
co­ 
operation among the nations. Eleven 
im portant 
conventions were signed 
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and 71 resolutions passed. 
Pursuant 
to the plan then adopted, this Gov­ 
ernm ent has invited the other 20 n a ­ 
tions of this hemisphere to a con­ 
ference on conciliation and arb itra­ 
tion, which meets in W ashington on 
December 10. 
All the nations have 
accepted and the expectation is justi­ 
fied that im portant progress will 
be 
made in methods to r resolving inter­ 
national differences by m eans ol a r­ 
bitration. 
During the year we have signed 11 
new arbitration treaties, and 22 more 
are under negotiation. 
NICARAGUA 
W hen a destructive and bloody rev­ 
olution lately broke out in Nicaragua, 
at the earnest and repeated entrea­ 
ties of its Governm ent I dispatched 
our M arine forces there to protect 
the lives and interests of our citizens. 
To compose the contenting parties, I 
sent there Col. Henry L. 
Stimson, 
former Secretary of W ar and now 
Governor General of the Philippine 
Island, who secured 
an 
agreem ent 
that w arfare should cease, a national 
election should be held and peace 
should be restored. Both parties con­ 
scientiously carried out this 
agree­ 
ment. with the exception of a few 
bandits who later mostly surrendered 
or left the country. 
President Diaz 
appointed 
Brig. 
Gen. 
Frank 
R. 
McCoy, United States Army, 
presi­ 
dent of the election board, which in­ 
cluded also one member of each po­ 
litical party. 
A free and fair election has been 
held and has wormed out so success­ 
fully th a t both parties have joined 
in requesting like cooperation from 
this country at the election four years 
hence, to which I 
have 
refrained 
from making any commitments, al­ 
though our country must be grati­ 
fied at such an exhibition of success 
and appreciation. 
Nicaragua is le- 
gaining its prosperity and has taken 
a long step in the direction of peace­ 
ful self-governm ent. 
TACNA-ARICA 
The long-standing differences 
be­ 
tween Chile and Peru has been suf­ 
ficiently composed so that diplomatic 
relations have been resumed by 
the 
exchange of am bassadors. 
Negotia­ 
tions are hopefully proceeding as this 
is w ritten for the final adjustm ent 
of the differences over their disputed 
territory. 
MEXICO ' 
Our relations with Mexico are on a 
more satisfactory basis th an at 
any 
time since their revolution. 
Many 
m isunderstandings have been resol­ 
ved and the most frank and friendly 
negotiations promise a final adjust­ 
m ent of all unsettled questions. 
It 
is exceedingly gratifying that Ambas­ 
sador Morrow has been able to bring 
our two neighboring countries, which 
have so m any interests in common, 
to a position of confidence in each 
other and of respect for m utual so­ 
vereign rights. 
CHINA 
The situation in China which a few 
m onths ago was so threatening as to 
call for the dispatch of a large ad­ 
ditional force has been much com­ 
posed. 
The N ationalist Government 
has established itself over the country 
and promulgated a new organic law 
announcing a program intended to 
promote the political and economic 
welfare of the people. 
We have 
recognized this Government, encour­ 
aged its progress, and have negotia­ 
ted a treaty restoring to China com­ 
plete taritf autonomy and guarantee­ 
ing our citizens against discrim ina­ 
tions. 
Our trade in that quarter 
is increasing and our forces are be­ 
ing reduced. 
GREEK AND AUSTRIAN DEBTS 
Pending before the Congress is a 
recom mendation for the settlem ent 
of the Greek debt and the Austrian 
debt. 
Both of these are com para­ 
tively small and our country can a f­ 
ford to be generous. 
The rehabilita­ 
tion of these countries awaits 
their 
settlem ent. 
There would also be ad- 
to our trade. 
We could 
scarcely afford to be the only nation 
I that refuses the relief which Austria 
j seeks. 
The Congress has already 
; granted Austria a long-time 
m ora- 
I torium, which it is understood will 
j be waived and im mediate paym ents 
begun on her debt on the same basis 
which we have extended to 
other 
countries. 
TEACE TREATY 
One of the most im portant treaties j 
ever laid before the Senate of the j 
United States will be th at which 15 
nations recently signed at Paris, and 
to which 44 other nations have de­ 
clared their intention to adhere, 
re­ 
nouncing war as a national policy 
and agreeing to resort only to peace- , 
iul means for the adjustm ent of in ­ 
ternational 
differences. 
It is the • 
most solemn declaration against war, 
the most positive adherence to peace, 
th a t it is possible for sovereign n a ­ 
tions to make. 
It does not super­ 
sede our inalienable sovereign right 
and duty of national defense or u n ­ 
dertake to commit us 
before 
the 
event to any mode of action which 
the Congress might decide to be wise 
if ever the tready should be broken. 
But it is a newr standard in the world 
around which can rally the informed 
and enlightened opinion of nations 
to prevent their governm ents from 
being forced into hostile action by the 
tem porary outbreak of international 
animosities. 
The observance of this 
covenant, so simple and so straight- 
forwarded. promises more 
for 
the 
peace of the world than any other 
agreem ent ever negotiated among the 
nations. 
NATIONAL DEFENSE 
The first duty ol our Governm ent 
to its own citizens 
and 
foreigners 
within its borders is the preservation 
of order. 
Unless and until th at duty 
is met a governm ent is not even eli­ 
gible for recognition among the fam ­ 
ily of nations. 
The advancem ent of 
world civilization likewise is depend­ 
ent upon th at order among the people 
of different countries which we term 
peace. 
To insure our citizens against 
the infringem ent of their legal rights 
at home and abroad, to preserve or­ 
der . liberty, and peace by making 
the law supreme, we have an Army 
and a N a\y. 
Both of the.se arc organized for de­ 
fensive purpases. 
Our Army could 
not be much reduced, but does not 
need to be increased. 
Such new- 
housing and repairs as are necessary 
are under way and the 5-year pro­ 
gram m aviation is being put into 
effect in both branches of our ser­ 
vice. 
Our Navy, according to generality 
accepted standard . is 
deficient 
in 
cruisers 
We have 10 comparatively 
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I new’ vessels, 22 that are old. and 8 to 
be built. 
It is evident that renewals 
and replacements must be provided. 
This m atter was thoroughly canvas­ 
sed at the last session of the Congress 
and does not need restatem ent. 
The 
bill before the Senate with the elim ­ 
ination of the time clause should be 
i passed. 
We have no intention of 
competing with any other country. 
This building program is for neces­ 
sary replacem ents and to meet 
our 
needs for defense. 
The cost of national defense Is stu­ 
pendous. It has increased $118.000,000 
! in the past four years. The estim ated 
expenditure for 1930 Is $668.000,000. 
While this is made up of m any items 
1 it is, after all. mostly dependent upon 
numbers. 
Our defensive needs do 
not call for any increase in the num ­ 
ber of men in the Army or the Navy. 
We have reached the limit of what 
vve ought to expend for that purpose. 
I wish to repeat again for the bene­ 
fit of the timid and the suspicious 
that this country is neither m ilitar- 
, istic nor imperialistic. 
Many people 
at home and abroad, who constantly 
make this charge, are the same ones 
who are even more solicitous to have 
us extend assistance to foreign coun­ 
tries. 
W hen 
such 
assistance 
is 
granted, the inevitable result is th at 
we have foreign interests. 
For us 
to refuse the custom ary support and 
protection of such interests would 
be in derogation of the sovereignty 
of this Nation. 
Our largest foreign 
interests are in the British Empire, 
France, and Italy. 
Because we are 
constantly solicitous for those inter­ 
ests, I doubt if anyone would sup­ 
pose that those countries feel we h a r­ 
bor toward thcin any m ilitaristic or 
I imperialistic design. 
As for smaller 
countries, we certainly do not want 
any of them. 
We are more anxious 
than they are to have their sovereign­ 
ty respected. 
Our entire influence 
is in behalf of their independence. 
Cuba stands as a witness to our ad­ 
herence to this principle. 
The position of this Government 
relative to the lim itation of arm a­ 
ments, the results already 
secured, 
and the developments up to the pres­ 
ent time are so well known to the 
Congress that they do not require any 
restatem ent. 
VETERANS 
The magnitude of our present sy­ 
stem of veterans’ relief is without 
precedent, and the results have been 
far-reaching. 
For years a service 
pefision lias been 
granted 
to 
the 
G rand Army and lately to the sur­ 
vivors of the Spanish-A m erican War. 
At the tim e we entered the World 
War. 
however. 
Congress 
departed 
from the usual pension system fol­ 
lowed by our Government. 
Eleven 
years have elapsed since our laws 
were first enacted, initiating a sys­ 
tem of compensation, rehabilitation, 
hospitalization, and insurance for the 
disabled of the World W ar and their 
dependents. 
The adm inistration 
of 
all the law’s concerning 
relief 
has 
been a difficult task but it can safety 
be stated th at these measures have 
om itted nothing in their desire to deal 
generously and humanely. Wc should 
continue to fester this system and 
provide all the facilities necessary for 
adequate care. 
It is the conception 
of our Government that tlie pension 
roll is an honor roll. 
It should in- I 


all those who 
to its benefits. 
are 
but 
justly en- 
exclude all

isting inequalities in the present law,

You are fam iliar with the sugges­ 
tion that the various public agencies

vantages to this plan seem apparent, 
especially in the simplification of ad­ 
m inistration and in the opportunity 
of bringing about a greater uniform ­

Congress dealing with this subject, ’n 
order to determine whether legisla­ 
tion to secure this consolidation is 
desirable. 
AGRICULTURE 
The past year has been marked by 
notable 
though 
not 
uniform 
im­ 
provement in agriculture 
Fhe gen­ 
eral purchasing power of farm pro­ 
ducts and the volume of production 
have advanced. 
This 
means 
not 
only further progress in overcoming 
the price disparity into which agri­ 
culture was plunged in 1920-21, but 
also increased efficiency on the part 
of farm ers and a well-grounded con­ 
fidence m the future of agriculture. 
The livestock industry has attained 
the best balance for many years and 
is praspermg conspicuously. 
D airy­ 
men. beef producers, and poultry men 
are receiving substantially larger re­ 
turns than last year 
Cotton, 
al­ 
though lower m price than at 
this 
time last year, was produced in great­ 
er volume, and the prospect for cot­ 
ton incomes is favorable. 
But pro­ 
gress is never uniform in a vast and 
highly diversified agriculture or 
in­ 
dustry’. 
Cash grains, hay. tobacco, 
and potatoes will 
bring 
somew h a t ! 
smaller returns this year than last. 
Present indications are. however, that 
the gross fann income will be some­ 
what larger than in the crop year 
1927-28, when tlie total was $12.253,- 
000,000 
The corresponding figure 
for 1926-27 was $12.127,000.000, and in 
1925-26, $12,670.000,000. 
Still better 
results would have been secured this 
year had there not been an undue 
increase in the production of certain 
I crops. 
This is particularly true 
of > 
potatoes, which h a v e sold at an unre- 
t m unerative price, or at a loss, as 
a 
direct result of overexpansien of acre­ 
age. 
The present status oi agriculture, 
although greatly improved over that 
of a few years ago. bespeaks the need 
of further improvement, which calls 
for determ ined 
effort 
of 
farmers 
themselves, encouraged and assisted 
by wise public policy. 
The G overn­ 
ment has been, and must continue to 
be. alive to tlie needs of agriculture.1 
In the past eiglu years more con­ 
structive legislation of direct benefit 
to agriculture lias been adopted than 
during any other period. 
The De- I 
partm ent of Agriculture 
has 
been 
broadened and reorganized to insure 
greater efficiency. 
The departm ent 
is laying greater stress on the econo­ 
mic and business phases of agricul­ 
ture. 
It Is lending every possible 
assistance to cooperative m arketing ; 
associations. 
Regulatory 
and 
re­ 
search work have been segregated in 
order th at each field may be served 
more effectively 
I can not too strongly commend, in 
1110 field of fact finding, the research 
work of the D epartm ent of Agricul­ 
ture 
and 
I he 
St ate 
experiment 
stations. 
The departm ent now re­ 
ceives annually $4.000,000 more for 
j research than in 1921. 
In addition,' 


the funds paid to the States for ex­ 
perim entation purposes under 
the 
Purnell Act constitute on annual in­ 
crease in Federal payments to State 
j agricultural experiment 
stations 
of 
'$2.400,000 over the am ount 
appro­ 
priated in 1921 
The program of 
support for research may wisely be 
continued 
and 
expanded. 
Since 
1921 we have appropriated nearly an

next year under authorization by the 
Capper-K etcham Act. 
THL SURPLUS PROBLEM 
While these developments in funda­ 
m ental research, regulation, and dis­ 
sémina lion of agricultural inform a­ 
tion are of distinct help to agricul­ 
ture. additional effort is needed. The 
surplus problem demands attention. 
As emphasized in my last 
message, 
the Government should 
assume 
no 
responsibility in normal 
times 
for 
crop surplus clearly due to overex­ 
tended acreage. 
The Government 
should, however, provide reliable in­ 
forma non as a guide to private ef­ 
fort; and in this connection funda­ 
mental research on prospective sup­ 
ply and demand, as a guide to pro­ 
duction and m arketing, should be en­ 
couraged. 
Expenditure 
of 
public 
funds to bring in more new’ land 
should have mast searching scrutiny, 
so long as our farmers face unsatis­ 
factory prices for crops and livestock 
produced on land already under cul­ 
tivation 
Every proper effort should be made 
to put land to uses for which it is 
adapted. 
The reforestation of land 
best suited for timber production is 
progressing and should be encourag­ 
ed, and to this end the forest taxa­ 
tion inquiry was instituted to afford 
a practical guide for public policy. 
Improvement ha.“ been made in graz­ 
ing regulation in fhe torest reserves, 
not only to protect the ranges, but 
to preserve the soil 
troni 
erosion. 
Similar action Is urgently needed to 
protect other public lands which are 
now overgrazed and rapidly eroding 
Temporary 
expedients. 
though 
sometimes capable of appeasing the 
dem ands of the moment, can not per- 
I manently solve the surplus problem 
and migh^ seriously 
a g g r a v a t e 
it. 
Hence putting the Government di- 
îectly into business, subsidies, 
and 
price fixing and the alluring prom ­ 
ises oi political action as a substitute 
for private initiative, should be avoi­ 
ded 
The Government should aid in pro­ 
moting orderly 
marketing 
and 
in 
handling surpluses 
clearly 
due 
to 
weather and seasonal conditions. As 
a begin ing there should be created a 
Federal farm board consisting ot able 
and experienced men empowered to 
advise producers’ associations in es­ 
tablishing central agencies or stabili­ 
zation corporations to handle sur­ 
pluses. 
to

means of merchandising, and to aid 
! the producer in securing returns ac- 
! cording to the quality of his product 
A revolving loan fund should be pro­ 
vided for the necessary financing u n ­ 
til these agencies shall have develop­ 
ed means of financing their opéra­ 
tions through regularly constituted 
credit institutions.

State 
and local levies have become a ser­ 
ious burden 
This problem need* 
immediate and thorough study with 
a view to correction at the earliest 
possible moment.

COMMERCE 
It is desirable that 
the 
G overn­ 
ment continue its helpful attitude 
toward American business. 
The ac­ 
tivities of the Departm ent of 
Com­ 
merce have contributed largely to the 
present satisfactory position in our 
international trade, which has reach­ 
ed 
about 
$9.000,000,000 
annually. 
There should be no slackening of ef­ 
fort in th at direction. 
It is also im ­ 
portant th at the departm ent’s as­

Boy’s Records 


Members of the Rotary committee 
who have had charge of Dale M a r­ 
s h a ll. New Castle deaf and blind boy 
for whom money was publicly raised, 
state th a t th e papers necessary for 
adm ittance of the boy to the school 
have been completed. 
Some time ago the Pittsburgh school 
for deaf, located at. Edgewood, wrote 
and stated th a t they were holding a 
place 
in 
th e 
institution open for 
the boy. 
However, certain in fo rm a­ 
tion had to be listed concerning the 
i boy and this inform ation was nearly 
impossible to obtain 
The comm ittee has taken the q u es­ 
tionnaire which includes a complete 
record from birth of all sickness to 
scores of doctors and persons who 
! have at some time been acquainted 
with the boy. 
The sheet was com ­ 
pleted only after weeks of work and 


they have been sent to the school 
with the hope th a t they will be ac­ 
ceptable. 
The decision of the school w ill prob­ 
ably not be known for several days 
or possibly a week. Should the school 
accept the lad he will probably be ta k ­ 
en there Immediately. 


Sir Isaac Newton 


"Can you give us a brief sketch of 
Sir Isaac Newton and his contribu­ 
tion to science”? 
(A Student, Sandy Lake, Pa.) 
Sir Isaac Newton was born on a 
C hristm as day, 1642. 
He was not a 
very promising youth until one day 
at school a bigger boy unconsciously 
conferred a great blessing upon the 
world by kicking him. 
Young New­ 
ton retaliated by giving his assailant 
I a sound thrashing and then got down 
; to business and beat all of th e other 
boys of th a t school in his studies. 
After th at he w'ent to Trinity col­ 
lege. Cambridge, where his rem ark - 
! able aptitude for m athem atics dis­ 
played itself. 
His greatest contribution to science 
was his discovery of the law of grav- 
| itation. 
Copernicus had proven that 
the D lan e t.s revolve around the sun 


as a center. 
Kepler, by the study of 
th is fact, discovered the three la a s 
which bear his name. 
Galileo had 
invented the telescope and prom ul­ 
gated the laws of motion of bodies 
on the surface of the earth 
ihese 
law's were adm irably stated by New­ 
ton and are now called 
Newton's 
laws. 
% 
One day white loafing, or m ed itat­ 
ing or dream ing under an apple tree, 
an apple fell down and hit him on 
the head and knocked a new idea into 
it, which proved to be the crowning 
glory of his achievements, viz 
that 
the same force which pulls the apple 
to the earth controls the m otion ot 
the moon and binds the planets to 
the sun. 
He proved Kepler s law s to 
be necessary consequences of the law 
of gravitation. 
The entire m ech an ­ 
ism of the planets, not their elliptical 
p aths alone, but also their small d e ­ 
parture from true ellipses, caused by 
their attraction for one another, are 
all explained by the law of g ravita­ 
tion. 
It seems th a t Einstein would dis­ 
pute Newton’s idea th at gravitation 
is a force, acting between all particles 
of m atter and tending to draw sep­ 
arate bodies together 
But Einstein 
does not dispute the fact th at New­ 
t o n correctly describes the effect of 
gravitational force, nor th at his m a ­ 
them atical ruleH for calculating and 
predicting these effects give correct 
results. 
W hat Einstein contends is 
'th a t gravitation 
instead of beina a 


-force” acting upon m atter in the 
way Newton describes, is 
well, R ela­ 
tivity. 
But what relativity is, E in ­ 
stein and his followers are unable to 
explain except by m athem atic sym ­ 
bolism which no one else seems to 
understand. 
So it will be safest to 
call it gravitation for the present 
One of the chief characteristics of 
a genius is fits of prolonged abstrar 
tton. and curious stories are told o t 
his actions when lost in contem pla­ 
tion 
It was because of a fit of a b ­ 
straction that Newton never married 
It is related that he was once a t ­ 
tracted bv a fair lady and paid court 
to her; in ttie course of an evening s 
\isit. while they were seated side by 
side, he fell to musing. 
Reaching out 
he took her hand, raised it gently to ­ 
ward his lips, carefully selected the 
little finger and stirred the hot ashes 
m his pipe with it 
The rest of the 
story is short ; he rem ained a bache­ 
lor.
